Grain gorehuo grown as a sup-

FINDING A NEW SENSE 
OF VALUES 


LESSON TEXT—Luke 12: 19, 20; 18: 
24-30; 19: 1-10 

MEMORY SELECTION — The king- 
dom of God ts not meat and drink; but 
righteousness, and peace, and joy in the 
Holy Ghost.—Romans 14:17. 


Money, riches, possessions—that’s 
what men are living and striving 
for in our day. It is going to seem 
a bit strange, but it will be very 
Salutary to stress once again the 
eternal truth, best summarized by 
our Lord Jesus when he said, ‘A 
man's life consisteth not in the 
abundance of the things which he 
possesseth”’ (Luke 12:15). 


I, Don’t Depend on Riches (12:19, 
20). 

The rich man increased in selfish- 
ness as he increased in wealth. He 
began to feel secure because he had 
laid up much goods. Now he be- 
came proud and _ boastful. He 
thought he saw years of comfort 
and ease ahead. Evidently he had 
not read, or did not believe, the 
words of Scripture, ‘‘Boast not thy- 
self of tomorrow; for thou knowest 
not what a day may bring forth’ 
(Prov. 27:1; see also James 4:13- 
17). : 

Well, can a man depend on 
riches? The answer is no, They 
are here today and gone tomorrow. 
Man himself is here today and gone 
tomorrow. When he goes, he leaves 
all that he has unless he has invest- 
ed it for God. 

Money is like a broken reed. The 
man who leans on it will not only 
fall, but will pierce himself through 
with many sorrows (I. Tim. 6:9, 10). 
Don't depend on riches—they will 
miserably fail you in your hour of 
need, 


II. Beware of the Snare of Riches 
(18: 24-27). 


The rich young ruler had come 
running to Jesus to seek eternal life, 
but had turned away sorrowful 
when he found that a man cannot 
love money and love God at the 
same time. 

Jesus improved the opportunity to 
point out that it is impossible for a 
rich man to be saved, except as the 
grace of God gets hold of him and 
sets him free from dependence on 
his wealth, 

Apart from the grace of God, it 
is so easy for a rich man or woman 
to trust in riches, and to feel no 
need of God. 

Look again at I Timothy 6:9, 10 
and you will see that even the de- 
sire to be rich leads a man into a 
temptation and a snare. The man 
of God is warned to “flee these 
things; and follow after righteous- 
ness, godliness, faith, love, patience, 
meekness,’’ and thus to be able to 
“fight the good fight of faith” (I Tim. 
6:11, 12). 

We repeat that -all this has a 
strange sound to modern ears, so 
accustomed to the worldly philos- 
ophy of trust in things and in dol- 
lars. We need to warn our young 
men and women about the awful 
danger of loving money. 

There is something infinitely bet- 
ter than riches, and that is what we 
find in our next point, 

Ill. Seek True Riches in Christ (18; 
28-30). 

Peter and the other disciples had 
forsaken all the things of the world 
to follow Christ, and now as he re- 
minds the Lord of that fact, he re- 
ceives the assurance that there is 
a higher level of riches and reward 
for the loyal disciple. 

God will never be in debt to any- 
one. There is no sacrifice made 
for his glory which does not find its 
glorious recompense, and no bur- 
den borne for his sake which does 
not bring its rich reward. 

All this is not the result of some 
kind of a ‘“‘deal'’ with God. We do 
not serve him because we expect a 
reward, but the assurance of the re- 
ward is there to encourage and spur 
us on in life and service for him, 

The fact is, spiritual currency has 
far higher value than gold and sil- 
ver of this world. 


IV. Ask Christ to Deliver You 
From Riches (19;1-10). 

Zacchaeus was a man well versed 
in the devious ways of the extor- 
tioner. He knew money, and how 
to make it, But he was not satis- 
fied. He knew there was something 
more worth while than riches. His 
life was empty. 

He sought Jesus. One look from 
the Master and he knew that he 
must lay his sinful heart open be- 
fore him in confession. Salvation 
came to Zacchaeus that day. 

Here, then, is the way to be de- 
livered from the snare of riches— 
take Jesus Christ as your Saviour 
and Lord. He may then entrust 
riches to your care to use for him, 
but he will deliver you from a 
love for gold and from the folly of 
putting your trust in it. 

The person who lives for riches 
is lost (v. 10), caught in a snare 
(I Tim. 6:9, 10), trusting in some- 
thing that will fail him when most 
needed (Luke 12:19, 20), and trust- 
ing something which will keep him 
from God (Luke 18:24-27), unless 
there is grace to flee from it and turn 
to God.

week. The pine I will now describe! 
is also one of the most important 
in the South, Many people have 
difficulty in distinguishing this 
one from Loblolly or Pond Pine, | 

The Slash Pine 

This also becomes a large atk 
green tree, sometimes over 100 
feet tall and three feet in diame-| 
ter This tree prefers a moist, | 
sandy soil and is found Beuthers| 

{ 


in Alabama only in the Southern 
counties, mainly from Houston to 
Mobile Counties. 

The branches are often orange- 
colored but gradually becoming 
darker, The needles come two or 
three to a bundle and they are 
eight to twelve inches lone: The 
straw is very straight as though 
freshly combed. (Loblolly and 
Pond Pine sivaw is somewhat tan- 
gled or twisted, kind of like your 
hair when you first get up in the 
morning.) ‘The straw is generally 
of a dark rich green, 

The bark is a dark  orange- 
brown, separating on the surface 
into large seules. The inner bark 
is usually orange-colored, The 
cones are usually three to five 
inches long. They are not nearly 
as large as Longleaf cones but 
are somewhat larger than Loblolly 
and Pond Pine cones. Shortleaf 
and Spruce Pines have very small 
cones. 

The wood is much the same as 
Longleaf wood with resinous, dark 
orange-colored heartwood with al- 
most white sapwood. It is used 
for construction, flooring, ship- 
building, railroad cars, boxes, 
poles, piling, pulp, ties, ete. Slash 


and Longleaf Pines are both 
known as “dual-purpose” pines, 


due to the fact that they produce | 
turpenine and resin, After the 
faces are worked out they are then 
cut for luinber or other wood pro- 
ducts.

Fleet’s Action 
In Battle Tried 


Tests Made in Water Basin 
To Show How Warship 
Would Act in Fight. 


PHILADELPHIA.—When a mam- 
moth battleship or carrier in the 
Pacific was a target for Japanese 
bombs or wallowed in hurricane 
seas, the captain and his crew would 
know exactly how the ship would 
perform because of a relatively 
tiny 8-foot model that sailed months 
before in an indoor basin of water. 

Similarly, the first LCIs and LSTs 
were sent on vital, but hazardous 
assignments half-way across the 
world because the designers of the 
new type craft, previously untested 
in warfare, were certain of their sta- 
bility and operation, 

Model ship building used to be 
little more than an intriguing hobby, 
but the technique has been greatly 
extended in recent years, according 
to Henry FE. Bossell, president of 
the Cramp Shipbuilding company, 
and it reached a new high during 
the war, 

Behind the 10,000-ton cruiser that 
slides off the ways at a shipyard, 
he explained, is a series of scale 
models showing how the craft can 
be maneuvered under any condition, 
how much strain the structural 
parts can withstand, where the 
shell plates are to be placed, where 
the machinery will be fixed and the 
boats and cargo stored. 

Safety Assured, 

Veterans returning home recent- 
ly have been carried by transports, 
for instance, that braved 100-foot 
waves with safety. There was a 
minimum of concern aboard, since 
the ship in miniature had come safe- 
ly through equally rough seas in a 
small tank during its first stage of 
designing. Even the force of an un- 
derwater explosion can be tested in 
this manner. 

These utilitarian models are sel- 
dom seen by the general public, but 
they are the forerunner of the intri- 
cate exhibition models, which often 
cost $10,000 to $15,000. They also 
found a new purpose during the high 
production war period in teaching 
apprentice ship builders all the de- 
tails of their industry. 

The first models are of simple 
construction, often a rough draft 
carved out of wood to give not the 
appearance but the shape of the ves- 
sel, Mr. Rossell said. Usually they 
measure 16 to 20 feet in length, but 
sometimes the miniature is only 4 
or 5 feet long, scaled at one-eighth

models are used to predict the 
speed resistance, turning character- 
istics, roll and pitch and strength of 
structural parts under a load of the 
finished ship. They must be towed 
through the water, which has mech- 
anism to produce any type of sea, 
or they may be equipped with small 
horsepower motors and propellers. 
Measure for Steel. 

Other rough models show the 
placement of shell plates, enabling 
the manufacturer to estimate exact- 
ly how much steel should be ordered 
before the ship is under construc- 
tion. Hollow models of brass or plas- 
tic permit the designer to place min- 
jature machinery inside the hull, 
eliminating conflicts and overcrowd- 
ing, arrange the bridge and steer- 
ing gear or test the cargo appara- 
tus. : 

In Philadelphia examples of this 
latter type are now on exhibition at 
the Franklin institute in a navy dis- 
play of the LST ‘‘Queen of the In- 
vasion.”’ Built for the navy by a 
New York firm of naval architects, 
they were the starting point for the 
invasion craft production. 

A large steel model reproduces ev- 
ery piece of machinery, apparatus, 
rivet, bolt and screw in the LST.

Peanuts 

Coffee County 
more peanuts planted this year as 
were planted in 1945, As a whole 
the stands are good, consifering 
the amount of rain and variation 
of temperature we have had_ this 
spring, 

Peanut yields in Coffee County 
are around 800 pounds per acre, 
This low yield is caused by dig- 
ging peanuts from the same land 
year after year, low applications 
of fertilizer, and leaf spot, By 
correcting these three causes the 
yield ran be inereased, 

Leaf spot can be controlled by 
applying sulphur or copper sul- 
phur dust to the peanut vines 
about the time the leaf spot ap- 
pears Fifteen pounds per acre 
should be used and the crop should 
be dusted three times at 15 days 
or two weeks intervals, In some 


cases four applications may be 
needed,

Bill Bugs Attacking Corn 
Bill bugs are damaging young 
corn in several areas over Colfee 
County. These insects do not nor- 
mally cause serious damage to 
crops in this section of Alabama, 
However, they may build up in 
number over a period of years to 
the extent where they will do seri- 
ous damage. Ordinarily the bill 
bugs are found on soils that are a 

bit damp, such as bottom land. 
There is no practical treatment 
for control of this insect. Crop 
rotation and early fall and winter 
plowing are recommended to re- 
duce damage by the corn bill bug.
